Her mother had kept close to 
her, and, when she realized the intent of her 
deugbter, ske seized her by the skirts aud 
Was dragged off the train. The 
alarm was given, the train was backel, 
and, to the surprise of all, thea two 
women were found aliveand apparently un- 
injured. in the sand of} the road bed. It was 
found that Mrs. Kendail’s right arm was bro: 
ken in four places, and her head bruised, but 
theugh badly shaken up she

huit. Miss Thurston suffered no other injary 
than scratches on her face, where she struck 
the sand.

& The little help I tried to give those poor pzople is 
the reason why I have lost my liberty, but I don’s 
regret this and never shal!, IfI am to be lef: here 
till I die I shall never do the infamous thing Judge 
Boyd asked me to do last Saturday .£viz: to betrny. 
ihe confidence of a defenceless but’ loving people 
{ feel much at my violent separation from my 
dea: parishioners, who would be willing to lay 
down their lives forme, but- the good God will 
belp me to bear this as well as theother indignities 
shown tome by the authorities beeause I would 
not be silentand inactive when 1 sawthe poor 
and the weak oppressed by the rich and the 
strong. 

i wish my name would not be mentioned any 
more, and when the time comes, it it ever comes 
in this jife for me to depart out of this prison, my 
ouly desire would be to go out quietly and without 
notice. Itis really too much for me to be madea 
hero of for the mere trifle that I have done. Your 
faithful friend DANIEL KELLER, P. P.

Who Made a Simultaneous Appearance Into 
the World.

This country farnishes a remarkable batch of 
triplets. Putman, Abel and Joshua Ewing 
were born here, where they have 
ever since, lived, about 
years ago, They are strong, 
men, averaging over two huntired pounds, 
being nearly equal in weight, and bear such a 
strong resemblance to each other thatit is a 
difficult matter for persons not well acquainted 
with themto tell one from the other. They 
bave each been married nearly thirty years, 
avd all have children. When they were 
young men the resemblance was much stronger 
than now. In illustration of this they tell 
this story: . They formed a conspiracy among 
themselvesto visit a neighbor's daughter. 
They went tosee her by turns, each paying 
a visit every week. They posted each other 
on the conversations they had with her. On 
ber part ehe thought she was receiving most 
devoted attention from one of old man Ewing’s 
sons, es he game to see her three times a 
week, end her thoughts began to grow serious. 
These song are men of far above average abil- 
ity, being successful in business and lealers 
among men in the community. 

This Ewing femily is avery remarkable one. 
Patrick and Lydia Ewing raised fifteen child- 
rep in thiscounty. nine sonsand six daughters, 
all that were born to them. They all grew to 
manhood and womanhood, and ali but one has 
been married and have children living. The 
bachelor brother is the leading attoracy at the 
bar bere. Only four of the children have 
died, and the father died three years ago at 
eighty;one years of age. The mother still 
lives. They are all democrats, and their in- 
fluence isfeltinthe party councils, not only 
in the county butin the state also. 


THEVOODOO DOCTOR. 


The Strange Superstition of the Colored Peo- 
ple Portrayed. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 27.—[Special.] 
—The recent poisoning of a family of eleven 
persons in this county by a voodoo doctor, 
and the death of four of the number there- 
from, followed by the lunacy of the father, 
bas only served to increase the awe felt by the 
negroes for the mysterious dealers in charms.

He 
says that he was siiting down in the corner by 
the fire,anda strange negro who came in 
sirred up something in the hot 
embers and cast it on “his breast 
and it trickled him. George says it wis four 
months before it passed off.. He went to a man 
who said he would cure him by giving him 
rosin pills, and by making a poultice of hot 
sehes aud warm water and wearing it next to 
bis skin fora week. This, he said, finally 
cured him. George says he would have passed 
it from him on some one else, but he did not 
know bow, as Ged had “larnt” bim everything 
but that. George has a brass ring on 
each of both hands 
to rheumatism, which 
he saysisaninfallibleremedy. He is some 
times bothered with witches riding him at 
night, but a simple remedy or preventive, is to 
sleep with his pocket knife under his head, 
which rule he has followed for twenty years. 
He aleo wears two large leather bands on his 
iwn wiette ta prevent the cramp.

On the lot wasa 
negro man cleaning up the yard, and in turn- 
ing up the trash he found a rag tied up witha 
string. Heat once went to the sick man and 
said: “Here: I’se found the string that done 
the mischief.’ At once other negroes gathered 
around to look, no one da@fing to touch it, ex- 
cept one brighter than the others,who picked it 
up and proceeded to investigate, all the others 
drawing back and calling loudly for her to drop 
it or she would be a ruined gal, unless 
she took it to running water and threw the 
yag in and washed her hands with pepper and 
salt. They then determined tosend for a vou- 
doo doctor, who in time arrived very dirty and 
ragged. Heat once called for boiling water, 
dipped his handsin and rubbedit over the 
pain, then proceeded to annoint himself with 
some very dirty, rancid oil. He next called 
for a five or ten dollar gold piece. The sick 
man seid he had no lucre. The doctor said he 
could do nothing without it. The wife and 
friends after so long a time succeeded in find- 
ing @ five dollar gold piece. He examined the 
piece closely, and preceeded to put itin his 
pocket, he all the while shuffling the cards and 
muttering to himself. Aftera while the cards 
were thrown violently to the floor and 
stamped them with both feet, He then 
sat down with his head between his 
knees for some time, seemingly in deep medi- 
tation or prayer. Allof the above was gone 
through with rapidity. Then calling the wife, 
he atked her if she wanted her husband re- 
stored; if so he said for $14 he would have him 
outina day or two.

/ LIVELY SETTO WITH CRACKSMEN 
AT BACONTON. 


Three Sheriffs in Pursuit ofa Party of Burgiars—The 
Chese in the Woods -Watehing the Train—The | 
Exchange of Shotr, and the Wound- 
ing of Sheriff Hurst, etc. 


ALBANY, Ga., March 27.—[Special.]—The 
burglars who raided the postofiice last Monday 
night and who have since been plying their 
nefarious vocation in Thomasville, have fur- 
nished the all-absorbing theme of conversa- 
tion in Aibany for the last week. The post- 
oflice robbery aroused considerable excitement 
at the time of ite perpetration, but the latest 
developments, which are ofa serious and san- 
guinary nature have added fuel to the flames. 

WATCHING FOR BURGLABS. 

Yesterday morning our county and city au- 
thorities were notified by wire of the burglaries 
committed in Thomasville, and were directed 
to meet the incoming train and arrest three 
men who had bought tickets from Ochlocknee 
to th's point. According to request, the officers 
met the train and ascertained that the parties 
in question were not on board. One of them 
bad left the train at Meigs, whilst the other 
two jumped off just as the train was leaving 
Raconton. Sheriff Swindle, of Mitche)l county, 
was on the train bringing some negro prisoners 
to Albany,and. having his suspicions aroused by 
the mysterious actions of the men, he deputized 
a gvaré for his prisoners and likewise stepped 
from the train. His intention was to shadow 
them uxtil Sheriff Edwards and posse, whom 
he bad sent for, could arrive upon the scene. 
Ry the time Sheriff Swindle reached the station 
the men had escaped in the woods and could 
not be found. 

SENT IN PURSUIT. 

When the news reached Albany a special en- 
gine was procured and a party of officers and 
citizens soon boarded it, bound for Baconton. 
The run was made in twenty-five minutes, and 
on the srrival at Baconton, a search was imme- 
diately instituted. The search proved fruit- 
less, a1? Sheriff Edwards and several others 
returned home. Sheriff Hurst, of Thomas,and 
others remained and persisted in their endeav- 
ors to catch the wary burglars. 

THE EXCHANGE OF SHOTS. 

As the west bound train rolled up at Bacon- 
ton last night about seven o’clock, the party 
was standing at the depot, still on tue alert. 
When the train stopped two men were scen to 
emerge from the darkness and atteinpt to 
board a flat car. Sheriff Hurst and Mr. Ed. 
Jones, the laiter of this city, being near them, 
aitempted to arrest them, The burglars real- 
ized their position and growing desperate, 
emptied their revolvers at Sheriff Harst, 
Mr. Jones and at the condnactor, 

‘bo was standing in afew paces, shining 
the light from his lantern on them. Hurst and 
Jones were unfortunate in that their weapons 
refused to fire well. They got in a shot apiece, 
however, and it is thought with good results, 
as one of the burglars was heard to cry as if 
shot. 

THE SHERIFF'S WOUND. 

Hurst himself was badly wounded, and fell 
to the ground, whereupon the burglars agaia 
took to the woods. The whole affair lasted 
only a few seconds, and was over, and ths 
burglers hed made good their escape before 
the rest of the party could interpose. 

Mr. Hurst came to Albany last 
night aud had the bullet 
probed, after which he returned to Thomas- 
ville. The bullet, which was a %8, entered 
the left breast and ranged downwards, loiging 
under the skin over the ribs about two inches 
from the spinal coluran. In their precipitate 
retreat from the scene of fight, the burglars 
left a small valise containing a set of burglars’ 
tools and two watches, which have been iden- 
tified as the same that were stolen in Thomas- 
ville. Reinforcements haye been sent to 
Bacontou from Albany, and the search has 
been continucd allday. Atthis writing news 
comes that the pursuers are on the train 
heading towards Sumner, and prospects are 
good for the capture of the burglars. 

Later.— The accomplice who was put off at 
Meiggs was captured at Baconton this after- 
neon late, and was brought to Aibany.

HEAVEN OF HEAVENS. 


farm- house some five miles south of this towa, 
not far from the banks of Canaseraga creek, a 
tributary of Genessee river. His home is on a 
lowly billside, in that valley commonly and 
unpoetically known as Poag’s Hole. His father 
and grandfather were born and lived on the 
150-acre farm he now tills. Fifty years ago, 
at the ripe age of 11, Rowley Patterson 
gave up acquiring knowledge in 
the little district school-house aad 
started out to see the world. He saw only 
that part of it included in Poag’s Hele, whick 
is five miles long, two miles wide and a quar- 
ter ofg mile high, but it was enough; it 
served. He settled down on the home farm, 
and has been there ever since, raising grapes 
and sheep. Up to five years ago Mr. Patterson 
put most of his energies into fruit and mutton. 
He was eminently successful. It is sad, but it 
is true, that he did not harvest a large supply 
of pine knots, so'as to go into the business of 
educating himself. By the cheerful light of a 
mere kerosene lamp he set about reading 
every book and scrap of newspaper he could 
lay his handson. It is easy tosee that by fol- 
lowing up this little plan for forty years he 
stored away a great amount of miscellaneous 
information, not to mention a stock of fine 
theories about all sorts of things. 

Five years ago Rowley Patterson made up 
his mind that he would branch out as an as- 
tronomer. He bought all the books on as- 
tronomy he could find, and had a skillfal 
painter inseribe “astronomy”’ in fine, bold let- 
ters of gold over his psrlor door. Then he 
journeyed to Rochester, talked about the stars 
with Professor Lewis Swift, and by his advice 
bought an Alvin Clark telescope with a five- 
inch object glass. It cost him $500. When he 
gotit home he began to build an observatory 
on a high knoll back of his house. It took 
bim a long time to finish it, for he had never 
seen an observatory before but he got through 
at Jast. The result is a round stone tower 
about forty feet high, with a reception-room 
fourteen by twenty feet on the ground floor 
and a movable roof, on which his telessope is 
solidly mounted. Since 1881 Mr. Patterson 
has spent nearly every fair night sweeping the 
sky with his big glass and working out his 
scheme, which has cost him up to date more 
than $2000. 

“I have been called crazy, a fool, a crank 
and all sorts of contemptuous names,” he said 
to a correspondent who talked with him the 
othor day in his parlor and stady. The walls 
were covered with qneet maps of his own mak- 
ing, aud scattered here and there were pam- 
pblete he had written to prove his theories. “I 
don’t mind their abuse,’ he went on, “for 
greater men than I have passed through the 
ssme experience. But, whether crazy ora 
fool, I have, by stady and research, developed 
a theory touching man’s future destiny that I 
know to be correct. I can prove by the Bible, 
which is my guide, that every assertion I make 
is true to the letter. 

“The earth isthe intelligent center of this 
solar system and thé only planet inhabited by 
man, although in other systems there are ufi- 
doubted ly planets aanall by intelligent beings. 
Venus, of our solar system, is probably inhabit- 
ed by animals, just as the earth was millions of 
years before man was created. The creation of 
man, as narrated in the book of Genesis, is cor- 
rect, and the theory that we all sprang from 
Adam and Eveistrue. At death the souls of 
the just pass through hell, or sheol, not as a 
punishoent to them, but simply that thoy may 
see, as Lazarus did, what there is in store for 
the wicked. From there they go to paradise, 
(not heaven,which Mr. Patterson belieyas is lo- 
cated ecmewhere inthe Saturnian system.) 
From this deligt tful place spirits are from time 
tot me sent back to earth to tenant new bodies 
and stay withthem until released agaia by 
death. 

“The souls of the wicked goto hell or sheol 
and are punished according to their deeds. 
Hell is located somewhere in the solar system, 
very probably in the sun ivelf. This planet 
has not been designated on account of the heat 
tallying with the orthodox idea, but simply for 
convenience. The punishment of the souls 
confined in this place is not eternal and consista 
largely im debarrivg the occupants from all 
privileges.” 

Mr, Patterson did not care to say just what 
the privileges were. In fact, he does not 
chooee to go into details at any time, even as 
to how he reached all his starting conclusious. 
He continued: “Souls may return to earth or 
some other inhabited planet an infinite num- 
ber of timesand occupy bodies, and this asger- 
tion is based on Christ’s promise to the disci- 
ples in Mark x., 28-30, that they should have 
in this life a hundred fold of houses, brethren, 
sisters, motbers and children. In order to 
claim this promise they must retyrn to ‘earth’ 
many timer, but as other planets are inhabited, 
these souls may go to any peopled planet, oc- 
copy a body and claim the promise. 

“The final judgment will come when, in the 
natural course of things, the solar system is no 
longer able to support life. Our own is the 
only planet in this system able to support hau- 
man jife at present. Others have passed be- 
youd that condition, and still others are devel- 
oping, ard in time will pe inhabited. Jupiter, 
being the largest, will be the last to develop, 
and when its fruitfal period is over the end 
will come. , 

“The object of the Creator in forming this 
solar system and peopling it with souls was te 
show his power end wisdomin the develop- 
ment of matter, and that man might profit by 
this great principle and develop himself to be 
fit jor that great heaven awaiting him, where 
the most wonderful progression of all will be be- 
fore him. Christ, the son, was sent by God to 
teach man by following him to better his moral 
nature, and to leave to man as a heritage the 
example of a perfect human being. 

‘“‘Atthe final judgment the solar system will 
be melted down by fervent heat, all the plan- 
ets and stars will be fused into a glowing ne- 
bulous mess, and — from Revelation, xx., 
14, ‘Death and hell will be cast into the lake 
of fire, which is melted body, ‘and be de- 
stroyed,’ thus proving that hell will not sur- 
vive the final judgment. The wicked, which 
wil! comprise but a smal! portion of the whole 
will be castin this lake for purification, and 
the good will be transferred to the planet 
Beulah, which is spoken of in Isaiah Ixii., 4. 
On this planet the Golden City, the New Jeru- 
salem, 1,500 miles square, is to be located. 
This planet is not yet formed, and will 
not be needed

thd to be discharged from imprisonment, and 
to this effect orders were posted. Further ap- 
p'ication for bail on tho other case will be 
heard next Tuesday at chambers in Columbia. 

The cout in Chester has been engaged for 
some time in the trial of Hay Robbins, colored, 
charged with the murder of Preston Vaughn, 
colored. The killing occurred in June, 1885, 
ina bateau on Broad river. Ajugof whisky 
belonging to Preston Vaughn, and which. in 
some way was broken, led to the difficulty be- 
tween him and Hay Robbins. The state’s 
witnesses established a clear case of murder. 
The defendant, without any justifiable provo- 
cation, stabbed and afterwards shot his victim, 
producing almost instant death. He swore 
that Vavgh made threats against himend at- 
tempted to draw a pistol upon him, but his tes- 
timony was wholly contradicted by other and 
disinterested witnesses who were present. It 
made its impression, however, upon the jury, 
as they found him only guilty of manslanghter. 

A case of general interest and considerable 
importance has been tried in Barnwell, Eua- 
gene T. McCreary was arraigned for the homi- 
cide, on the 8th of November last, of Thomas 
J. Rountree, a brother of Mr. S. Rountree, who 
represented Barnwell in 1876 in the famous 
“Wallace” house. McCreary, the defendant, 
was represented by the two famous criminal 
lawyers of the second circuit, Colonel Robert 
Aldrich, of Barnwell, and D. 8. Henderson, 
tenator from Aiken. The day was consumed 
in the trial, and the courthouse was crowded 
to its extreme capacity. Many witnesses were 
examined and the main defense relied on (self- 
defense) seemed to be sustained by the evi- 
dence. The gentlemen charged with the con 
duct of the prosecution and defense made 
strong arguments, and after the judge had fair- 
ly stated the law applying to the case, it was 
given to the jury, who,after ten or fifteen min- 
utes’ deliberation, delivered a verdict of ‘not 
guilty.” 

J. E. Ratigan, who had his right foot cut off 
and was otherwise injured by a train on the 
South Carolina railway, near Blackville, last 
Tuesday, died at the city hospital of Charles- 
ton. Mr. E. A. Wagnon, engineer of train 27, 
gave the following testimony as to the acci- 
dent, before Coroner DeVeaux: “We had just 
left Blackville at 427 o’clock on Tuesday 
morning, with a train of eighteen cars, when [ 
saw standing on the track, about fifty yards 
ahead of us, what appeared to be a woman. 
immediately shut the engine off and whistled 
brakes. AsI whistled we came upon the man. 
I put my head out of the cab, could see noth- 
ing, and thougtt he had cleared the track. I 
again whistled brakes and examined the pilot 
of the engine, but could find no signs of torn 
clothes nor flesh, and then went to the rear of 
the train, where, at a little distance, we found 
Ratigan with both legs over the track, his right 
foot barely hanging to the limb and his left 
foot injured. He firsteaid that he wanted to 
see his old mother, and begged me not to run 
over himagain. I asked him why he did not 
leave the track when he saw the headlight. 
He said, ‘I thought them fellows were going to 
shoot me.’ He then said, ‘You know me very 
well—I am Jimmy Rhatigan, the dancer, of 56 
East Broad street, Savannah,’ and he again 
begged me not to run over him. While we 
were talking a man camejup and looked ‘on,but 
soon left. Isummoned the engine of train 45 
at Blackville, and Ratigan was carefally car- 
ried back, Dr. Lartigue and the depot agent 
rendered every assistance possible. Mr. Wag- 
non saw no men with guns, and said when he 
first saw the figure on the track he thought it 
wassome distracted woman of the barned 
town, either wanderiug aimlessly or walking 
in her sleep. Ihe night was very dark and it 
was impossible to see Ratigan, or stop the en- 
gine sooner.

The sad event occurred several weeks ago at 
Star City. The doctor was a native of South 
Carolina, and graduated at the Charleston Med- 
ical college in 1845.

The prisoners in Lowndes county jail made 
an unsuccessful effert to escape last week. Upon 
the izeon door which closes up the corridor 
of the cells are two fastenings, one near 
the ficor and one near the tp. The top 
fastening is made by a slide holt, the esd 
of which bas a bolt init fora lock, and i; 
enters an iron chest. It is designed to lock a 
padlock into the end of the bolt and then close 
and lock the chest. It has been considered 
safe justto keep the lock in the hole in theend 
of the bolt without locking itand then lock 
thechest. Thus it was left. Sunday afternoon. 
But the prisoners in the jail got hold of some 
wire and by extending thearm through the 
lattace iron work in the door, and by crooking 
the wire tomake at leastthree angles, they 
succeeded in inserting it throngh a very small 
crevice between the iron bolt and the opening 
made for its entrance to the chest, and threw 
the padlock out of its position. This done 
they easily pniled the bolt back, and by the 
aid of pieces of acot which they broks up, 
they sprang the top of the door wide enough 
for a person to crawl through, if their. props 
and wedges had not been in the way. Their 
fand of wedge wood was not sufficient, or else 
they would donbtiess have escaped 
from the cel's. Then they would have bad to 
pick two locks befere they could have escaped 
from the building, but it is not likely they 
would have succeeded in this without arousing 
Mr. Simpson or geome of his family in the ower 
partof the jail. It seems almost incredible to 
suppose that they could have worked the pad- 
lock cut of its position with their wire a* 
they did, but thenext day they showed Sheriff 
Harrell and others how they didit.

The citizens of Dalton are about to organize 
an immigration bureau. 


A’brick machine, with a capacity of 25,000 
bricka day, will be in operation in Thomaston 
soon. 


The Dalton Street Car company has been 
organized and secured the necessary franchises 
from the city. 

A Chicago company, representing a capital 
of $5.000,000 is negotiating for the purchase of 
2,000 acres of mineral s near Dalton. 


Captain Taliaferro’s slate quarry, near Cal- 
houn, is said to be as fine as any in the state, 
— will have git thoroughly tested next 
week. 


The mineral excitement around Tunnel Hill 
is at fever heat. Nearly every man in that 
neighborhood has discovered iron or mangan- 
ese on bis place. 


The Dalton cotton mill stock is selling at 
115, when offered, but is held at 120. The 
Cherokee factory stock will go to 110 before a 
wheel is turned. 


The Spring Place Times bas been shown th's 
week a recent assay of the Legal Tender mine 
which shows four ounces of silver and twenty- 
one pounds of tin to the ton. 


A very fine specimen of iron ore has bsen 
taken from T. C, Napier’s place near Rock 
Spring. in Walker county. The ore is brown 
hematite, and the indications are that it exists 
in large quantities. 

Mr. Charles F. Durr, formerly of the Rome 
and Decatur railroad, has discovered a silver 
mine about eight miles from Rome. The ore 
centains fifty per cent of sitver. He will sink 
a shaft in a few days. 

Major Cross, whois working a gold mine 
rear Tallapoosa, bas a beantiful nugget worth 
eighty-five dollars just taken from his mine. 
He now has a stamp mill in operation, and will 
proceed to sink shafts. 

Tallapoosa is already one of the most impor- 
tant Jumber markets in that section of Georgia. 
There sre millions of the finest timber in the 
country, and still more extensive, plans are 
being perfected for preparing it for market. 

Prorpectors are seen every day slong the 
range of mountains in Gordon county, and ef- 
forts sre being made by northern capitalists to 
buy up the mineral land. One -Cincinnati 
company owns several thousand acres of thess 
lands. 

Mr. James Newberry, of Rochester, Michigan, 
was in Canton last week hooking after iron and 
other minerals. He expressed himself as well 
pleaced with that section and minerals, and, 
with other capitalists, will return aft an early 
day and invest in some of the mineral proporty, 

The Covington Enterprise says: Heme cap- 
ital should develop the goid industry of New- 
ton county, for the metal is here in sufiicieut 
abundance to warrant a full and thorough 
working of the old mines on Yellow river. Mr.

The store house of M. C. Adams, which wa 
occupied last year by Messrs. Powell & Eaais, 
about four miles above Mount Vernon, was de- 
stroyed by fire on Monday night of last week. 
Mr. Adams had .recently had a chimney put to 
the honse, and a family of colored people were 
living in one end #f it. They were all gono to 
sit up with a dead ehild, however, and the fire 
is supposed to have ‘caught from the fireplace 
eccidentally, The toss to Mr. Adams is about 
$250, with no insurance. The negroes lost all 
their household goods. 

The Butler Herzid says: A destructive fire 
occurred onthe ‘fiilroad above Howard last 
Wednesday, destroying about thirty thousand 
cords of wood and over nine hundred feet of 
railroad track. A swift wind was blowing 
from the northwest,and it is supposed the wood 
and track caught fire from the woods near by, 
which were on fire. The fire was subdued,and 
alarge force of hands were set to work, who 
eoon had the track replaced. All night trains 
were considerably delayed, but no serious acci- 
ceuts occurred. The wood that was destroyed 
belonged principally to Mr. Henry Cuysby, 
which was a considerable loss. 

Wednesday evening Elijah Trice,a negro 
boy, sbont nine years old, living at Charles 
Sap! iogton’s, a mile from Thomaston on the 
Bsrneeville road, was burned todeath. It is 
not known bow the tragedy criginated. The 
boy i8 a partial idiot, and having been loft in 
the house by himself it is supposed that he ig- 
nited his clothing while playing near the fire, 
and then, in his fright, ran under the bed. 
When feurnd the bed was in flames, and the fire 
Lad epread to the adjoining wall. It was 
premptly extinguished, but whea the body was 
recovered life was extinct and the features 
burned almost berond recognition. 

A TDackers Station correspondent of thé Al- 
bany News says that the store at Oak Lawa, 
run by. Messrs. Horusby & Co., was destroyed 
by fire on the night of the 224, and was a total 
loss, but the amount of merchandise on hand 
and the value of same was notknowno. The 
fire was unquestionably the work of an incen- 
diary. It was saturated in several places with 
kerosone oil and firedin as many. He sleptin 
a back room of the etore house, and on awaking, 
discovered the fire in the store, the flame hav- 
ing followed the oil.

He served in the 
war of 1512-14, tut has never received a pension 
from the United States government for said serv- 
iees.

Mr. Davis 
hes been a faithful and consistent member of the 

rimitive Raptist church for seventy-five years, and 

as kept the command which said: “Ge forth, 
roultiply and replenish the earth.’”” In 1572, Mr, 
Davis's vvife died after living with him for sixty 
years. A short time after this he felt the trath of 
the Scripture which says: “Itis pot good for man 
to be alcne,’’ so he again led to the altar a blushing 
bride of fifty summers. His last marriage has 
never been blessed with an offspring. Mr. Davis 
has beenvery hearty and strong wutil this year. 
He is now quite feeble, and can’t survive 
longer. He was born near Augusta. Ga., 4% 
thinks he is closely related to ex-President Jef 
Davis. 

Hon. Stephen F. Kelier, who died in Eden. re- 
cently, was born in Chatham county on the 224 of 
January, 1817, and was therefore in his 7ist year. 
He was educated at Walthurville, in Liberty county. 
He was married twice, bis first wife being Miss 
fliza L. Redgerse, of Baldwin county, who died 
seme vears ago, leaving eight children—Mrs. E W, 
Hodees of Bulloch county. Mrs. T. A. Davis, Mrs. F.

Mr. Keller's second wife (who 
survives him) was a Mrs. Morphy, of Wadley, Ga, 
widow of the late Captain Murphy, a gallant soldier 
of Wright's Georgia brigade. Mr. Keller was 4 
plenter and a democrat of the old school. By h ar 
work and clese spplication to business he acquired 
accmpentency and was noted for his geuecrous 
hospitelity to friends and strangers. His pubiic 
spirit and patriotism led him to take a lively inter- 
ett in affairs. but he was no officeseeker. Be wasa 
member of the constitutional convention of 1477, 
end centributed no little toward perfecting that 
instrument under which we now live. He held 
many other positions of bonor and trust.

ireton county, if he tells atrne tale,a veteran of 
three wars. He tellsme that he was born in this 
country awsy back in_ 1776, or thereaouts; that 
when war was declared between the Unite’ States 
and Enrepe he volunteered, and was one of those 
v ho fought behind the cotton bales under General 
Jackson at New Orleans and thinks thatit wasa 
hell from bis musket that killed General Edward 
Packenham, commander ofthe British forces on

isch, ard that he vo'upteered again to the war in 
Mexico. His name isisaam White. He says ne 
hes beecme so superannua'ted tha: his memory is 
net Gistinct. He can’t remember the names of his 
ce pteins and for that simp-e reason He is ce 
the right of receiving a bounty that Is ju 
kim. Fespeaksir high terms of General Ja 
end savshe yotes tor bim at every presidean’ 
contest.

AN EDITOR'S BRAVERY.

He Tells His Story of the Capture of Twe 
Federals. 


From the Cumming, Ga.,’Clarion. 


We were confederate state tax collector for 
the counties of Forsyth and Milton daring the 
war. In June 1864, being ordered to keep our 
tax books and all the confederate property. ia 
our possession out of the way of the federal 
army, we obeyed the order soun after General 
Jobnston’s army fell back frem ‘Marietta. 
y with James 
Powell, an enrolling officer, at the end of the 
first day’s journey we found ourself at B. F. 
Porters, in Hall county. There we halted for 
a few weeks. One evening four mounted yan- 
kee toldiers loped up within a handred 
of the house, and, after getting some informa- 
tien from negroes, turmed and went tearing 
down the road bkea whirlwind. Instantly we 
felt like the whole federal army would be upou 
us, ‘There was then and there a running te 
and fro by Mrs. Porter and in fact, all of us, 
preparing a leadjor two of valuables to 
outinto the woods. T ds of confederate 
money belonging to Messrs. Sanford, Kellogg, 
Porter, and others, together with a wagon load 
of other things thought to be valuable, were 
bastened off into a pine thicket about a half a 
mile east,and in the direction of the Chatta- 
hoochee river. Ali the horses were taken ont 
and the boys and some negroes kept guard over 
them the first night. The next day we were 
sent with dinner for the boys. When withina 
few hundred yards of them, we saw a number 
of rankee soldiers dash out into an open old 
fic.u, apparently from the place where the boys 
and the refugeed things were.

We replied that we would go if 
they would meet us about a hundred vards 
north from where they were. They would not 
do this, and after parleying for sometime we 
agrecd to go tothem. with the proviso that the 
would not hurtus. They gave the promise, an 
so to them we went with a bold front. They 
propounded a thousand questions more or less. 
They finally threatened te kill us, and detailed 
three men, a8 we supposed, for that purpose. 
They directed us to go along with them dowarj 
into the weeds, which we flatly refused to do, 
telling them thatif we had to be killed, we pre- 
ferred for it to be done iu an open space where 
our friends could find us. They said we had 
to go and the first confederate soldier they 
saw they would shoot us down like a dog. We 
flatly refused to go on such conditions, telling 
them that both citizeus and seldiers were on 
the alert to arrest federal soldiers who had been 
whipped and scattered by General Brecken- 
ridge but a few days befvure that, and that we 
might not go any distance without running 
into a squad of them without us knowing any: 
thing about it. We consented to go down 
to the fence in the edge of the woods 
a hundred yards from where we were. Artriv- 
ing there, all but two of them bounced the 
fence and took off through the woods down 
the spring branch which led to the river. In 
about half an hour one of the guards said, 
“you can go,” aud we went. Arriving at the 
house the women said we were as white as@ 
sheet. Remember the paleness was not from 
fear. That evening a yankee soldier came 
near the house and we boldly walked out and 
demanded his arms, which after parley he de- 
livered tous. Whereupon, we made prisoners 
of him andacomrade with him, kept them 
until the next morning when we forwarded 
them to our soldiers at Brown’s bridge to be dis- 
posed of according to instructions in such ease 
made and provided. And so ends this incident.

Better Than the Shot Guna. 

The New York papers published, the 
other day, a story that made every decent 
man’s blood boil in his veins. 

One of the biggest stores in the metropolis 
is Macy’s. The ladies flock by thousands 
to this establishment because they find a 
bewildering profusion of everything at al- 
leged cheap prices. Last week a delicate 
little lady who was shopping at this place 

" ‘Was pounced upon by a floor walker, charged 
with theft, and handed over to a policeman, 
In vain she protested her innocence. Every- 
body knew better. A hundred customers 
looked scornfully at the thief. Wretched 
and in tears she was dragged by the burly 
policeman down the crowded street, a target 
for the cruel jeers of the multitude. She 
was thrust into a cell at the station house, 
and no attention was paid to her requests 
that a note should be sent to her husband. 

In the meantime, in a distant part of the 

city, the husband was in despair as the 
hours passed on and his wife did not re- 
turn. Hlis babe, only a few weeks old, cried 
for its motker. It was not until the morn- 
ing of another day dawned upon the deso- 
late household that tidings of the missing 
one were received. 

Fortunately the news came in time, and 

when the tearful little woman appeared in 


the court room she found her husband and a 
legion of friends, her gray-haired 
pastor, who had known her from her girl- 
heqd. The magistrate had sense enough to 
take in the situation. After hearing the 
testimony he said ta the prisoner: ‘You 
may go, there isno evidence against you.” 
When some impetuous people read the de- 
tails of this outrage they were tempted to 
advise the injured lady’s husband to arm 
himself with a shot gun and wipe out the 
Macy gang. Butthere was a better way. 
As a general thing the newspapers take it 
upon themselves to right certain wrongs for 
which adequate satisfaction cannot be ob- 
tained in the courts. In this instance they 
were not slow to act. They jumped upon 
Macy’s gilded den of ruffians and smashed 
it. The Graphic led the crusade. It illus- 
trated the whole affair, pictured the arrest, 
the dragging of the victim through the 
streets, the forlorn woman in the cell, the 
arraignment before the court, the distracted 
husband at home. It did more. In an edi- 
torial headed ‘‘Stop the Villiany,’’ it 
showed up the history of Macy’s, stated that 
such arrests were common at that establish- 
ment, and that every day respectable ladies 
were dragged up to the desk and searched, 
In conclusion it advised people to avoid the 
store and to give it no support whatever, 
but to trade at other places where such con- 
duct was not a part of the business routine. 
In the present temper of New York it is 
safe tosay that this advice will be followed. 
In fact, people will be afraid to enter 
Macy’s. After all, this is better than the 
shot gun remedy. When a good newspaper 
gets mad and turns loose its batteries it 
takes something stronger than fraud, sham 
and mere brutality to stand before it. A 
great newspaper is a great regulator. It is 
something more than a money-making ma- 
chine. It is ready to champion the cause of 
the oppressed and helpless, and drag the op- 
pressor down to deserved ruin and infamy. 
This is only one incident, but there are 
many cases of the kind. Time and again 
we have seen newspapers turn aside from 
business and politics to vindicate the help- 
less and friendless. This spirit is the 
crowning glory of the American press. 


A Horrible Story. 


The Charlotte,Observer calls attention to 
a remarkable case of crue!ty and hardship. 

It appears that about a month ago a white 
boy was arrested under the vagraucy act, 
and sent to the chaingang for thirty days. 
Those who came in _ contact with 
the lad discovered that he was 
an idiot. Notwithstanding this fact, 
he was chained and forced to work out 
his thirty days with felons and _ thieves, 
When released the other day he was scarcely 
able to walk, ashe had been working all 
the time without shoes. Seeing his pitiable 
condition, several charitable citizens gave 
him shoes and clothing, and presented him 
with a dollar and a quarter to help him on 
his way to his home in Philadelphia. 

The Observer very properly ‘censures the 
magistrate who is responsible for this busi- 
ness, and says that he should be stripped of 
his authority. In this land of Christianity 
and brotherly love it is shocking to punish 
the homeless and helpless when their/condi- 
tion calls for protection. Perhaps the mag- 
istrate was not brutal, but only careless, 
Such carelessness, however, is a crime.

lifwas aSpanish coin,worth about 64% cents. It was 
sometimes called a ‘‘fi’penny-bit,’’ or contracted to 
“fip.”’ The “‘fip,’’ or “picayune,”’ and other Span- 
ish coins, were for many years current in trade 
throughout the United States. The ‘‘fip’’ was half 
the value of the ‘eleven penny bit,”’ usually known 
as a ‘bit’ or “eleven pence’”’ (12%4 cents.) In Cali- 
fornia, in early days, the dime was called a “‘short 
bit.”’” Among a certain class of dealers the “‘bit’’ is 
still retained, in name, as it af- 
fords them an opportunity of 
practicing a little gouging game thus: They charge 
a “bit” for a drink or acigar,or some trifle, 
and as there are no “bits’’ in circulation, and as 
they cannot make an even 124 cents change, they 
take 15 cents out of the proffered larger coin. If the 
coin is a quarter, the purchaser gets back 10 cents. 
With this class of deaiers a ‘‘bit’’ means 15 cents, if 
it is coming'to them, or 10 cents when it goes to the 
purchaser as change. 


The Lost Arts. 

H.C. J., Murphy, N. C.: What were the 
‘lost arts?” 

Theterm ‘“‘lost arts’? is somewhat comprehensive. 
Nobody knows now just what it does include, for 
the reason that there were doubtless arts and pro- 
cesses known to nations which have perished and 
been forgotten, and all the vestigesof their skill 
and handicraft that remain to tell ns that they ex- 
isted area few tumuli, from which has been ex- 
humed enough to warrant the conjecture that they 
mark the spot where refined art once held her seat. 
The ancient Egyptians, the Phcenicians, and even 
the Romans of more recent date, have left in their 
remains the testimony of a knowledge of chemistry 
thatin some respects discounts modern science, 
The Romans made malleable glass, and they got 
their chemistry from the Arabians. Pro- 
fessor Siliman of Yale college brought an 
ancient glass goblet from™ Rome which could 
be masbed out of shape and then restored with a 
hammer. It was brilliant and transparent, but 
not brittle, It is also said that they had ja 
kind of glass which, supported by oneenda, wonld, 
in twenty-four hours, dwindle down to a fine line, 
and could be curvedjaround the wrist like a bracelet 
There was the art of coloring and gilding glass by 
a process of which we of the present day know 
nothing, although we have invented a process of 
ourown. Anothef lost art was tempering copper 
and bronze to the hardness of stee),and of this ma- 
terial the Egyptians and their contemporaries 
made their edged tools.

At Richmond I soon ascertained that no manner 
of reliance could be placed in the contract I was to 
investigate.

For this purpose I entered into negotiations 
with jhe governor of Virginia, who wasthen the 
celebrated General Henry Lee, and made with him 
a conditional contract. He was the revolutionary 
Light-Horse Harry, who often brought terror and 
destruction into the camps of the southern British 
army. He was remarkable for his fine manners 
and great address; was a gallant soldier and a 
great favorite of Washington. 

The country was much excited then by the Jay 
treaty, which Washington, with the advice of the 
senate, had ratified. Virginia was opposed to it. 
I saw a good deal of the great men of Virginia, and 
among others I became acquainted with Bushrod 
Washington, then a practicing lawyer in Rich- 
mond, afterward a judge of the supreme court 
When about to leave Richmond I was entrusted 
with a package of papers which I was instructed 
to deliver to President Washington in person at 
Philadelphia. 

When at Philadelphia [inquired for Mr. Dun- 
dridge, his private secretary, whe showed me into 
a room, saying he would inform the president. He 
s00n entered the room pointing metoaseat. He 
commenced reading the package, found out I was 
afyankee, spoke| about New Hampshire, and 
inquired when I expected to leave the city. I an 
swered him immediately, and made my best bow 
AsI rose lseaw him measure my height with his eye, 
I stood erect to give him the whole of it. It evident 
ly exceeded bis. This was the only time I eversaw 
General Washington, except when he addressed 
congress. His dress was plain; I supposed it to be 
his riding dress—long boots, corduroy smalls, 
speckled red jacket, blue coat with yellow buttons. 

I am thus minute, because I deem the most tri- 
fling circumstances relating to him interesting. I 
have never doubted that he was by far the best and 
greatest man thatI bave ever seen. Asa public 
man he appeared as near perfection as it is possible 
for human nature to be.

O, what a grand old door! so wide, so easily 
ewung both ways, and with such sure fasten- 
ings. No burglar’s key can pick that lock. No 
swarthy arm of hell can shove back the bolt. I 
rejoice that Ido not ask you to come aboard a 
crezy craft with leaking hulk, and broken 
helm, and unfastened door; but an ark fifty 
cubits wide,and three hundred cubits long, 
and a door so large that the round earth, with- 
out grazing the posts, might be bowled in. 

Now, if the ark of Christ is so grand a place 
in which to live, and die, and triumph, come 
into the ark. Know well that the door that 
shut Noar in shut the world ont; and though, 
when the pitiless storm came pelting on their 
heads, they beat upon the door, saying: “Let 
me in! let me in!” the door did not open, For 
one hurdred and twenty years they were in- 
vited.

It fled behind a swifter courser into the great 
future. Dead! and outside the ark! Or, 
some night, he wakes up with a distress that 
momentarily increases, until he shrieks out 
with pain, The doctors come 
in, and they give him 
twenty drops, but no relief; forty drops, fifty 
drops, sixty drops, but no relief. No time for 
prayer. Notime to read one of the promises. 
No time to get a single sin pardoned. The 
whole house is aroused in alarm, The children 
scream. The wife faints, The pulses fail. 
The heart stops. The soul flies. Oh, my God! 
dead! and outside the ark! 

lhave no doubt that derision kept many 
people out of the ark. The world laughed to 
see a man go in, and said: ‘““Hereis a man start- 
ing forthe ark. Why, there will be no del- 
uge. If there is one, that miserable ship will 
not weather it. Aha! going into the ark! 
Well, that is too good to keep. Here, fellows, 
have you heard the news? This man is going 
into the ark.’ Under this artillery of scora 
the man’s good resolution perished. 

And so there are hundreds kept out by tho 
fear of derision. The young man asks himself: 
“What would they say at the store tomorrow 
morning if I should becomea Christian? When 
I go down to.the club-house they would shoat: 
‘Here comes that new Christian. Suppose you 
will not have anything to do with us now. Sup- 
pose you are praying now. Getdownon your 
knees and let us hear you pray. Come, now, 
give usatouch. Willnotdo if, eh? Pretty 
Christian you are.” Isit not the fear of being 
laughed at that keeps you out of the kingdom 
of God? Which of these scorners will help you 
at the last? When you lie downon a dying 
pillow, which of them will bethere? In the 
day of eternity, will they bail you out? 

My friends and neighbors, come in right 
away. Come inthrough Christ, the wide door 
—the door that swings out toward you. Come 
in and be saved. Come and be happy, “The 
Spirit and the Bride say come.” Room inthe 
ark! Room id the ark! 

But do not come alone. The text invites 
you to bring your family. ‘‘Come thou and all 
thy house.” That means your wife and your 
children. You cannot drive them in. If Noah 
bad tried to drive the pigeons and the doves 
into the ark, he would only have scattered 
them. Some parents are not wis about 
these things. They make iron rules about 
Sabbaths, and they force the catechism down 
the throat, as they would hold the child’s nose 
and force down a dose of rhubarb and calomel. 
You cannot drive your children into the ark. 
You can draw your children to Christ, but you 
cannot coerce them. The cross was lifted—not 
to drive, but todraw, “If I belifted up,I will 
draw all men unto me.” Asthesun draws up 
the drops of morning dew, so the Son of Right- 
eousness exhales the tears of repentance. 

“Come, thou and all thy house, into the ark.” 
Be sure that you bring your husband and wife 
with you. How would Noah have feltif, when 


he heard the rain pattering on the roof of the | 


ark, he knew that his wife was outside in the 
storm? No; she went with him. And yet 
seme of you are on the ship “outward 
bound” for heaven, but your con- 
panion is unsheltered. You remember the 
day when the marriage-ring was set. Nothing 
has yet been able to break it. Sickness came, 
and the finger shrank, but the ring staid on. 
The twain stood alone above a child’s grave, 
and the dark mouth of the tomb swallowed up 
a thousand hopes; but the ring dropped not 
into the open grave. Days of poverty came, 
and the hand did many a hard day’s work; 
but the rubbing of the work against the ring 
only made it shine brighter. Shall that ring 
ever be lost? Will the iron clang of the sepul- 
chre-gate crush it forever? I pray God that 
you who have been married on earth may be 


together in heaven. Oh, by the quiet bliss of , 


your earthly home; by the babe’s cradle; by 
all the vows of thst day when you started life 
together, I ‘beg you to see to it that you both 
get into the ark. 

Come in, and bring your wife or your hus- 
band with you—not by fretting about religion, 
or dingdonging them about religion, bat by a 
corsis'ent life, and by a compelling prayer that 
shall bring the throne of God down into your 
bedroom. Better live in the smallest house in 
Brock)yn and get into heaven, than live fifty 
years in the finest house on Madison Square, 
and wake up at last and find that one of you, 
for all eternity, is outside the ark. Go home 
tonight; lock the door of your room; take up 
the Bible and read it together. and then kneel 
down and commend your souls to Him who has 
watched you all these years; and, before yoa 
rise, there wil bea fluttering of wings over 
your head, angel crying to angel: “Behold they 
pray!

The result was the return of the contract, with a 
request that hereafter all important documents, 
the preservation of which is desirable, should be 
written in ink that would not fade. 

During General Grant’s term as president one of 
his cabinet officers discovered that the records of 
animportant branch of one of the departments 
had been for two years written in purpleink. He 
at once issued an order forbidding its use in the 
department, purchased anew set of books into 
which two years’ records were copied, and thus 
saved whatinafew years would otherwise have 
been lost. Itisone of the problems of chemistry 
to find something which will make permanent the 
beautiful aniline colors, butthus far all efforts 
have failed. It is growing more and more the 
custom to have deeds, contracts and valuable doc- 
uments printed ona typewriter in aniline ink, 
This isa great mistake, because in a few years 
they are sure to be obliterated. The Lounger sug- 
gests, therefore, that merchants have all important 
payers which it is desirable to keep for a number 
of years written in ink which, instead of fading 
with age, will grow darkerand more permanent.

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SHORT TALKS WITH FARMERS ON 
FARM TOPICS. 


The Sorgtumws Again-—Watermelon Culture—Fruit 
@rees and Grass- Hew to Destroy Worms and 


The sorghums, other than the syrup canes, 
are valuable for forage and seed, and may be 
compared strictly with corn, which has been 
our standard grain and forage crop; first as 
human food. In Egypt, Africa generally, and 
in other localities, dourra and like varieties 
constitute a staple article of human food. 
Their grains havea composition very mach 
like that of corn, but a flavor of their own. 
Not a strong or unpleasant one, however, and 
any one who likes cornbread would doubtless 
soon learn to relish bread made from dourra, 
millo maize or kaffir corn, But they are not 
quite equal to corn, and will not probably sup- 
plant the latter for table purposes. For stock 
feed, however, these crops might, with great 
advantage, be largely substituted for corn. 
They are essentially plants of dry, hot 
climates, and have remarkable power of 
standing drought. They are very strong rooted 
plants, perhaps the deepest rooted of all culti- 
vated cereals. They are good feeders also, and 
will make romething on quite poorland. Corn 
sometimes “shoots,” but fails to perfect its 
grains, if soil is thin and drought prevails. The 
sorghums never fail entirely—they always 


make something. Theyare not so dependent 


on rains at a particular stage of growth as corn 
is. Should the seasons be so adverse that the 
first or main head partly fails, new shoots will 
spring from the joints when rains set in, 
and make good secondary heads. 
Both as regards grain and for- 
age, the yield is greater than 
that of corn urder like ordinary conditions, 
and very much greater under unfavorable con- 
ditions. We cannot give figures on this point, 
but hope to do so at some future time. Our 
experience with the different kinds is hardly 
large enough to give their comparative values. 
The kaffir and the millo maize are probably 
the two best for stock purposes—the first ma- 
tures earlier than the second, the seed of the 
two are very similar, and probably of equal 
quality; they are-better for stock feed than the 
grains of any other varieties. For forage, the 
blades of both are good, the stalks we think 
are poor. Weare satisfied on this point from 
our own experience with millo maize— 
have not tried the kaffir stalks, but judge them 
te be no better. The millo will probably yield 
the most forage, being a much larger plant than 
the kaffir; but one must be careful to 
getastrain ofthe millo which will mature 
seed before frost. Some of the seed which has 
been distributed would not do that in unfavor- 
able seasons. Reader, if you are going to plant 
corn on thin uplands, put an acre or two of it 
in one of these sorghums, and see for yourself 
how itcompares with corn. Plant and culti- 
vate as you would sorghum. Cut off the 
heads as soon as the seeds mature, and feed 
them to mules and horses and hogs. Strip the 
blades and cure as you do fodder, the stalks 
may be fed also just after the fodder is stripp- 
ed and whilst they are still green. But do not 
undertake to cure them for future use, you 
will be disappointed. W. LJ. 


THE FARM QUESTION BOX. 


Dr. W. L. Jones, confessed the highest and safest 
ereelvares authority in the south, presides over 
thisdepartment. He solicits practical estions 
trom farmers and others interested. 
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J. R. Deaton, Benton, Scott county, Mo., March 
14.: I wish to plant twenty acres of Kolb Gem mel- 
ons. My land is post oak, loose, sandy ridge, fourth 
year’s land, in corp and oats stubble. How shall I 
prepare it? What kind of fertilizer is best and how 
shall I cultivate to obtain the best results for large 
and early melons? Our greatest enemy is the cut 
worm and a liitle striped bug. What shall 1 do to 
destroy them’? ShallI check or plant in drill, and 
in water furrow? How muth manure per bill? 

1, Lay off rows ten feet apart and bed up 
just before planting time. Make water furrow 
as wide and deep as possible; at distances of 
ten feet along it, put manure for hills. A com- 
post of woods mold, aghes, cotton seed and sta- 
ble manure should be worked in at the hills, 
making broad flat hills. In each hill work in 
a half pound of guano. Drill is preferable to 
check, because the latter necessitates moving 
the vines more. Cultivate with sweep, going 
over often until the vines begin to run freely. 
Disturb these as little as possible, running 
farther and farther from the hills as vines ex- 
tend. Forcut worms put cabbage leaves— 
which have been sprayed with a mixture of 
one pound of Paris green to 100 gallons of wa- 
ter, or in that proportion—near the melon hills. 
The worm will eat the leaves and be killed. 
The same stuff srayed on the young plants will 
destroy the striped bug. 


L. M. P., Elgin, Ga., March 9: Please state how 
much compost is best to use on grayland. Mine is 
made of the following: 400 of acid phosphate to 4 
buthels of cotton seed, mixed thoroughly with 
stable manure. 


From 1,000 to 1,500 pounds, according to the 
amount of humus in the soil and the depth to 
which it is broken. The greater these items 
pa com post may be safely and profitably 
used, ° 


R. W. E., Barnesville, Ga.: I have ten acres of 
land on which I want to make ten bales of cotton, 
The soil is gray, with yellow subsoil. Was in cotton 
last year. 

I have 200 bushels of cotton seed and the same 
number of stablemanure put up, with one ton of 
acid phosphate asa compost. And I propose to 
put all on the ten acres. 

Now, would itido to!put in fwfth the feed at 
planting, say 50to 75 pounds of good fertilizer? 
Will this compost be too much to apply in one far- 
row? Please give me your idea how best to man- 
age to secure best results. I am “laying” off rows 
three and one-half feet wide. 

Jf the land is in good heart and well sup- 
plied with humus, and deeply broken and 
thoroughly pulverized, the quantity of manure 
you bave will not be an excessive application 
for ten acres. If above conditions are not all 
present, it would be better to divide, and put 
a part of compost in drill and part in listing 
furrows on each side. This done, there would 
be no objection to putting fifty to seventy-five 
pcunds of fertilizer with the seed at planting. 
if your lands makes geod weed, four feet rows 
would be better than three and a half feet. 


F. M. McR., Ramer, Montgomery county, Als.: 
I have five acres of sandy soil upland, to which I 
applied last year twenty-five pounds of cotton seed 
per acre, in the drill, before planting, and 200 
pounds cotton seed meal at the second plowing. 
The cotton grew on average about three feet high, 
and I realized three bales from the five acres. 
have this year twenty pounds per acre of cotton 
seed to apply. How much cotton seed meal and 
phosphate will I have to use per acre to get five 
bales of cotton, or one bale per acre ? 

Cannot prescribe for a specified yield, but 
Suggest that 200 pounds of phosphate and 100 
pounds of meal per acre will probably give 
good results, 


J. H. Wiggins, Americus, Georgia: ist. I have 
fifteen acres of red and gray land,-with a stream 
of water running through it, that I wish to put in 
fiuit trees and grasses fora hog pasture. What 
kind of trees and grasses would be best? The land 
is bow in rye, would it be best to cultivate after 
the rye is eut off, or letit lay idle? What time 
should I plent it. The peach trees are now coming 
up that I intend putting on it, and I am anxious to 
push it 8s fast as is prudent.

I can 
not get it ready to apply whenI plant. The ground 
is shaded by a western hill after 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 3. What is the water furrow? The 
farmers around here have different opinions as to 
that. If you will tell me how to prepare my little 
experimental piece, how to plant, how and when 
to manure, how to cultivate, etc., I will do my best 
to follow your instructions and see what I can 
make. 

1, As you have over forty wagon loads of 
manure to the acre, it would be better to 
broadcast than put in drill, 

2. Where land will make fifty bushels of corn 
per acre, it will not pay to manure it. But if 
you wish to make the venture for curiosity or 
for entertainment, the following is suggested: 
Make a compost of 500 bushels of cow manure, 
250 bushels of horse manure, 300 pounds of 
acid phosphate and 400 pounds of kainit. The 
Jatter is not included in your listof materials, 
but is desirable. Mix all thoroughly, put in 
pen, moisten if necessary, and tramp moder- 
ately. Letit go through a fermentation. If 
it should get hot, cut if down and build up 
again as before. Prepare compost now, and at 
first working of corn, bar it offand put ma- 
nure in siding furrows, on each side of hill of 
corn and cover it with next furrow. Cultivate 
after thatentirely with sweep, so as not to cut 
@ root.

Six Mile, Ala., J.C./T: What isthe best fertilizer 
for sweet potatoes, also how much to apply to the 
acre? Do Irish potatoes: need the same fertilizer as 
sweet potatoes? Please give best mode of culture 
for tweet potatoes. 

Ashes and wood mold, or other form of veg- 
etable matter, rotten chip manure, rich fence 
corner scrapings, etc., will answer very well. 
To the above a little phosphate may be added 
to advantage. Irish potatoes require same 
kind of manure, with the addition of some ni- 
pa, ponte matter, say cotton seed, or cotton 
seed mea], or stable manure. The ordinary 
method of setting out slips on freshly prepared 
beds, and cultivating with sweeps, hoeing 
when necessary to keep clean, and not allow- 
ing vines to take root in middles, is as good as 
any we know.

Captain J. N. Smythe Recalls the Death of 
Lieutenant Rodgers, 

“Isee in THE CONSTITUTION this morning 
that the remains of Lieutenant Rodgers have 
been found at last,’ said Captain J. N. Smythe 
yesterday. “Poor fellow, he was a good soldier 
oe brave as any man, and as faithful as could 


“Did you know him ?” 

“Did Iknow him! Well, yes. I fought be- 
side him in many a hard battle. He was second 
lieutenant in company A or B, I don’t remem- 
ber just now which, of the 6Sth Georgia regi- 
ment, and was killed July 22, 18%4. The 
Tegiment owas . attached to Stevens's 
brigade, Walker's division, Hardee's 
corps. General Stevens was mortally wounded 
at Peachtree creek on July 20, 1864. General 
Walker was killed on the 22nd of July, and the 
brigades composing his division were assigned 
to other divisions in the corps. Stevens's bri- 
gade was sent to Bates’s division. Gencral 
Henry R. Jackson, the father of Captain Harry 
Jackson, was placed in command of it and held 
ituntil he was taken prisoner at the battle of 
Nashville, December 16, 1864. 

I was an eighteen year old boy at that time. 
and first lieutenant company “C,” 66th Georgia 
regiment, and was shot through the left knee 
joint at Peachtree creck July 20, 1864. I rejoined 
my regiment on the 17th of August, just twen- 
ty-eight days after I was wounded. [ had to 
tse a crutch when I went into the battle 
of Jonesboro in command of the company. 
My commission as captain is dated 
August 31,1864. At the consolidation of the 
army April 9, 1865, the brigade, composed of 
the First Georgia Battalion Sharpshooters, 
First Confederate Georgia, T wenty-fifth, T wen-

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SUNDAY’S SERVICES, 


A Wemmoth Meetirg in De Give’s Opera House— 
Over a Thousand Men Stand Up as Witness 
tor Christ-Gervices in the Varicus 
Churches— Many Persons Baptized. 


The churches were crowded yester lay morn- 
ing, but the attendance atthe night services 
was considerably diminished because of the 
threatening weather. 

Mr. Yatman, the Christian association 
worker from Newark, New Jersey, addr ssed 
an immense crowd of men at DeGive’s opera 


house yesterday (afternoon. Ths dress 
circle and parquet were filled, 
and {the aisles contsined many 


persons. The galleries were about two-thirds 
full. It is estimated that between 1,300 and 
1,500 men were in the building. While the 
crowd was assembling the choir rendered a 
number of popular and stirring gospel songs, 
The choir was assisted by two cornet players. 
an organist, a piapist and a double- bass player. 
The songs were sung with spirit by the vast 
congregation, and the walls of the building 
vibrated with sacred harmonies. omens 

After the crowd had been pretty well seated 
Mr. Yatman came to the front of the platform 
and made a short address regarding the utility 
of Christian associations. He pointed out the 
necessity for such institutions; adverted to the 
good they accomplish, and described the iater- 
etting features of their work. He spoke 
of the new building of the At- 
ljanta Y. M. C. A., and expressed the 
hope that it will be pushed forward to comple- 
tion, Then he showed the prime necessity of 
the community sustaining the association and 
its work. He then said a few words as to the 
collection which was about to be taken up. He 
admonished his hearers that they should give 
liberally. God loves a cheerfal giver. He 
quoted several passages of scripture on this 
rcint and related several humorous anecdotes, 
which caused many 
the congregation to laugh. 
put the crowd in a good humor he called upon 
the committee of young men, who were ap- 
pointed to take up a collection, and they pro- 
ceeded to pass around the hat. Most persons 
gave romething, and a large amount was col- 
lected. ris 

Several songs were sung, and Mr. Yaumau 
proceeded to again speak to the throng of lis- 
teners. Hesaidthat he desired tu divert the 
thcughts of his hearers into another channel, 
toahigher plane. He wished te elevate their 


view so that they could see Jesus 
Christ, their redeemer. He did not 
Felect any particular text, but 


made an off-hand talk, which was interspersed 
with anecdotes. His address was short, but it 
seemed to arouse the congregation, for as soon 
as he asked witnesses for Christ to rise and say 
a few words, one after another quickly rose 
and spoke out freely and enthusiastically. 

Mr. W. G. Thomas, the lawyer, was the first 
speaker. He said that he had found Christ 
and intended to serve him the rest of his life 

Others followed in quick succession, Some- 
times several would be on their feet at the 
sume time. These experiences, as told by the 
young men, the middle-aged and the old men, 
were very much the same as are asually heard 
in revival meetings. All breathed the same 
joyous spirif. 

Ssid Mr. W, A. Hemphill: “It does my heart 


good when I think about the 
grand meetings which were. held 
here two years ago. Those “meetings 
| were wonderful. They were remarkable 


in their results. I recall that, during one of 
these meetings, a merchant who sat about the 
third row from the front was convicted of sin 
and openly professed conversion. He rose and 
said that he had found Christ and would hence- 
forth serve him. That man died in seven 


months. Another merchant, somewhat older, 
found salvation at the same meeting. 
In less than a year he, too, was 


an inhalWitant of the city of the dead. What 
joy and hope it must have been to these men 
when lying upon their death bed to think how 
they bad found the Savior. Many other ex- 
amples like these could be given.” 

A young mechanic in the gallery said: “For 
many years I have been a terribly dissolute 
young man; a few weeks ago I was converted 
in Tillman’s tent, and since then I have been 
the happiest of mortals.” 

“Not long agolI found Salvation,” said a 
young physician, “and I would not exchange 
my hopes of eternal life for all the gold of tie 
Vanderbilts.” 

“I have two sisters in heaven,” spokea 
young business man, “and I am determined to 
meet them there, 

“I want all my friends and associates to 
know what religion has done forme. It has 
raised me from the ditch and made mea happy 
man. Iam determined to serve God the re- 
mainder of my days.” 

Some ten ora dozen like confessions were 
made by persons of all professions and trades. 

Mr. Yatman said that the meeting was cer- 
tainly one of the best he had held. He was 
a1 xious to know how many persons in the 
building were on the Lord’s side, but first he 
would ask all who had a motherin heaven to 
hold up their right hand. Perhaps a hundred 
bancs were instantly elevated. Then he asked 
all whe had a father in heaven to raise their 
hand. About the same number of hands were 
raised. Then he asked all who had children 
in heaven to raise their right hands, and about 


~ twice as many responded by lifting up their 


hands. Then Mr. Yatman requested all the 
Christians in the congregation te rise to their 
feet. About eight hundred rose. Then he 
asked others who were desirous of becoming 
Christians to stand up, and about three hundred 
were ad¢ced to the standers. Then he begged 
that every person who wanted to be prayed for 
wou'd indicate that desire by standing. Nearly 
€very person in the building responded. At this 
lime at least 1,200 people were on their feet. 
Mr. Yatman declared that the meeting was 
wonderful—that it was the most remarka- 
ble meeting he bad ever seen. After a few 
words from Mr, Yatman a prayer was offered, 
the benediction pronounced and the congrega- 
tion was dismised. 
AT THE FIRST BAPTIST. 


Nev. Spencer Kennard filled the pulpit of the 
First Baptist church at the morning and eve- 
ning services, preaching to immense congre- 
gations, which filled the spacious church edi- 
fice to overflowing. His morning sermon, 
from the text, “What shall I do with this man 
that is called Christ?’, was a magnificent pre- 
sentation of the subject, “Personal Responsi- 
bility.” Many considered it the ablest of all 
the grand sermons he has preached in Atlanta. 
He appeals to the reason as well as 
to the emotions, and no one 
Jeaves his presence without being greatly and 
deeply impressed with his earnestness and con- 
eecration and strongly influenced by his strong 
and logical presentation of the truths of the 
Scriptures. His explanation of the Scriptures 
is unsurpassed, and those who listen to him

ParKeresurG, W. Va, March 10.—John 
Quincy Harris, the “King” of Webster county, 
who died a few days ago in Webster, was with- 
out doubt the most noted outlaw and moon- 
shiner in West Virginia. For seme ‘time after 
the reported decease of Harris the government 
officials were sceptical of his takiag off, be- 
lieving the rumor only intended to deceive. 
In the United states.court of this district there 
were not less than a dozen indictments against 
him, and every deputy marshal who started 
for the interior was armed with a pair of six- 
shooters and carried along one or more war- 
rants for the arrest of Harris. The officials 
have investigated and found that the ramor of 
his decease is true, and they breathe free. 

A veteran revenue officer, speaking of Har- 
ris, said: *‘I think it was in '67 when I first 
heard of Harris. I was a new man on the 
force, full of energy and life and ready for 
almost anything, when 1 was handed a couple 
of warrants and ordered to go into the interior 
and capture Harris. My superior told me that 
the man I was after was a dangegous customer, 
and told me to teke half adozen men with me, 
as I would probably need them. I selected four 
good men, and, deeming the force sufficient, 
staited aiter Harris, who, I had learned, was 
in the mountains ncar the Virginia line, We 
did some rovgh riding, and after two or three 
days arrived at the place where we learned 
that Harris was last seen. For several days 
we looked in vain for any clue of him, but 
finally, on the fourth day,a verdant looking 
countryman cameinto our camp and told us he 
knew where Harris was,and said he would 
guide us to his rendezvous for $25. We agreed 
to pay him, aud that afternoon he piloted us to 
a swwall clearing, in the center of which was a 
sinall Jog house.

The mountains 
were composed of table lands of varying width, 
one above another from the base to the apex. 
Toascend from one of these flats to ths next 
ore above was & dillicult feat, as the walis of 
rcck were precipitous, and ini many instaaces 
rough and broken. The sides of the mountain 
were also filled with fissures many of which 
were large enough to admit the entrance ofa 
man. We had gained the top of the mountain 
and being worn with fatigue, we dismounted 
and lay iu the shade of the trees, White and 
myself were laying stretched out on our backs, 
wondering what move to make next when he 
called my attention toa thin spiral stretch of 
b.ue smoke ascending through the trees al- 
mostoverhead. ‘Where there’s smoke there's 
fire, ssid White, and both of us in- 
stantly sprang to our feet. and called the at- 
tention of the rest of the squad to the smoke. 
By spreading out somewhat we surrounded the 
spot from which the smoke appeared to ascend, 
and by concentrating our forces we came to- 
gether again cloze to an old oak stump which 
appeared to have been broken off by some 
storm years before. From the top of this old 
oak a thin stream of smoke was escaping, sho w- 
ing that there was fire within. But as we 
locked the old tree over and around and found 
no hollow in sight we were somewhat mys- 
tificd, untilone of our number guessed the 
truth. He got down on his hands and knees 
at the base of the tree, and scraping away the 
leaves and rubbish disclosed a fissure in the 
rock below—how long or how deep we could not 
tell. It was apparent, however, that the old tree 
had been made to serve the double purpose 
of a flue cr chimney and a blind, 

“It was but a few minutes beture we had it 
all mapped out. Harris had a eave somewhere 
below us, and the smoke from his fires escaped 
through this improvisedchimney. We left our 
horses, and Cescending to the table land below 
began to search'the sides of the cliff for the 
cave. We found quitea number of fissures and 
eaotrances; but it was not nntil almost an hour 
bad elapsed before one of our number found 
the true oe, w hich bad been carefally con- 
cealed by a large laurel bush which grew close 
up tothe rocky wall. When it was found, 
however, and the brush pushed aside a narrow 
entrance, with faint marks of human feet upon 
the loose sand of the floor, was seen. 
found it! With cocked pistols in one hand 
and a bull's eye lantern in the cther we entered 
the crevice. For perhaps fifty or seventy fee 
the passageway was winding and crooked, but 
at about that distance we suddenly debouched 
into a 100m from ten to twenty feet high ani 
about sixty or eighty feet long. Around the 
sides were ranged a muumber of mash 
tubs, .with their contents in different 
stages of fermentation, while near the 
centre alarge still—one of the largest illicit 
stills I had ever seen—was running in fall ca- 
pacity. A stream of moonshine, clear and 
limpid, was trickling intoa vessel, and every- 
thing looked as neat asa licensed still. The 
penetrating aroma of pine-top filled the room 
toan almost sickening degree. The smoke 
from the fire ascended through several joints 
of large stove-pipe into the Ecton of a log 
which projected from the ceiling above—the 
tree we had discovered. 

‘Harris was not there. His coat lay where 
he bad left it, doubtless but a few minutes 
before, on a shelving rock, and by the side of it 
a note, the contents of which were: 

Gentlemen: If you see anything you want, heip 
yourselves; but please exeuse my absenee, as I am

Old Dick, a mournful, ministerial-lookinr crow, 
looked down from his perch near the celling buat 
said nothing. 

A tear glistened in the eye of Jockoas he gazed 
with sorrewfal countenance through the bars cf 
his cage and brought his hind foot full of straw to 
his tear-stained face. 

An owl, looking wise and solemn in his corner, 
issued an occasional plaintive “Whoo! whoo!” 

The mocking birds sang softef and sweeter, and 
the little terrier pups ceased their capering over 
the floor. 

Even the canaries, the linnets and the golden 
orioles seemed touncerstand that they werein the 
presence of death, and made only an occasional 
chirp of recognition. 

In the center of Wilkins’s bird bazaar stood a 
sombre catafalque, @ small evergreen at each cor- 
ner. On it lay a carved miniature rosewood casket, 
in which rested the body of a king royal parrot inits 
lestsweet sleep. His soul had gone on that journey 
from whence no traveller returns. The casket was 
lined with pink satin, and the head of poor Polly 
rested peacefully upon a soft, satin pillow, encir- 
cled with flowers. He looked, as he lay there, 
natural, even in death, and a heavenly smile, ai if 
ot contentment, was upon his face. Fifteen years 
had he livedin this cruel world, but never more 
would he call for hiscakeagain. Unlike other 
parrots,Polly was never taught the word “‘cracker.’’ 
He belonged to the upper ten, and always called 
for cake or pie. Chorlotte russe or pate de foie 
gras. That was the kind of a bird Polly was. He 
resided on the Fifth avenue. 

During a sojourn in Calcutta fifteen years ago, a 
lady, a resident of the Fifth avenue, who request- 
ed her name not to be made public, bought Polly 
from avendor. A mutual attachment sprung up 
between them almost immediately. When Polly 
had been in the family only a few months, they 
removed from Calcutta into the interior of India. 

One night as the clock was proclaiming the hour 
of midnight and the family were fast asleep, Polly 
heard footsteps stealthily approach the house. 
Everything was dark. He climbed down off his 
perch, appreached the window and looked out. 
There stood two natives, looking for some entrance 
to the house. Without furtherinquiry as to what 
they wanted around at that hour of the night, the 
intelligent bird walked over to where a seryant’s 
bell hung, and with the aid of a string attached be- 
gan to ring furiously, screaming at the top of his 
lungs: “Gitout! Git out!’ The household was 
awakened, and the servants saw the two men 
scamper off. 

This action raised the bird in the estimation of 
bis mistress tenfold, and thereafter they were in 
seperable. 

He accompanied the family tothis city and for 
twelve years has lived asa member ofit on the 
Fifth avenue. Last December Poly ‘complained 
ofpainsin. his neck. It was discovered that a 
kind of tumor was growing there. The services of 
Dr. Wilkins were called into play, and he succass- 
fully removed the tumor, The bird canght cold 
shortly afterward, however, and died with pneu 
monia on New Year's day. His body was embalmed 
and subsequently stufied. 

His mistress gave Dr. Wilkins a carte blanche 
order for a suitable casket for the remains of her 
favorite bird. He gave the-order tothe casket 
manufacturing company which manufactured the 
two casketsin which Presidents “Grant and Gar- 
field were buried. The work haf been done en- 
tirely by hand, having beencarved from one solid 
piece of rosewood. It cost two hundred and fifty 
dollars. It is lined throughout with pink satin,and 
has an inside covering of French plate glass. The 
body of his royal highness liesin state at Dr. Wil- 
kins’s bazaar, who has issued circulars of invita- 
tion to his friends and patrons to view the 
novel sight. The doctor said that the ownerof the 
parrot intended keeping the remains until she 
died, and having her friend of thirteen years 
buried with her.

Two orthres 
years ago one of the most emivent of living geolo 
sists yentured the prediction that Salt Lake City 
will be wrecked by an eamhquake analogous in 

ause, character and effect to thatof Owen’s Val- 
ley. The earthquake has not yet come; this gene- 
ration may not see it; centuries may roll by and 
the city of saints become purified by other means 
before the catastrophe comes; but come it must, 
sooner or Jater. Earthquakes will visit again and 
sgain the who'e of our land. Professor Rogk wood, 
of Princeton, has} for3some years past been re- 
cording from fifty to one hundred 

American) earthquakes each year. Scarecely a 
week goes by without seismic disturbance some- 
where in our country, and we can predict the re- 
currence of earthquakes in the future as surely as 
we can foretell the rise of tomorrow's sun. Nearly 
all of these are small, but now and then a great 
one comes; and if, as seems evident, the displace- 
ment and the earthquake go together, as Gilbert as 
sumed in his prophecy concerning Salt Lake City, 
then the eastern United States are in danger, for 
displacement is now in progress at a rate so aston- 
ishingly rapid as to occasion surprisethat earth- 
quakes are not more frequent, and, in curious and 
unconscious defiance of the inevitable, the cities 
of Petersburg, Richmond, Fredericksburg, Wash- 
ington, Baltimore, Port Deposit, Wilmington, Phil- 
adelphia, Trenton and -New York have been lo- 
— on the very line of displacement. If the 

imile can be borrowed without sacrilege, ‘unto 
the geologist a thousand years areasaday.’ The 
crand Washington monument, stateliest of arti- 
ficial structures, will indeed be overturned by the 
earthquake if it does not sooner yield to the 
tooth of time. The lofty tenements of New

There are no 
reliable means of predicting within hundreds of 
years, nay, thousands and tens of thousands of 
years, when the great earthquake will oceur: and 
if anyone seeks to make more definite predictions 
by means of the signs of the heavens he isa char- 
latan, the truth is not in him, and his words are as 
idle asthe passing breeze.’’ Professor McGee held 
that no house should be erected even in Washing- 
ton or in any other eastern city, without consid.
